JUDGE ORDERS 
COMMIES TO

New York, July 2— (JP)— Fed- 


eral Judge Sylvester J. Ryan to- 
day ordered seven top Communists 
to begin serving prison terms and 
issued bench warrants for four 
who failed to surrender. 


Ten of the 11 had been sent- 


enced to five years imprisonment 
for teaching the violent overthrow 
of the United States government. 
One had received a three year 
term. 
Those ordered arrested were 


Henry Winston, 35, organizational 
secretary of the party; Gus Hall, 
3&, Ohio state chairman; Robert 
Thompson, New York state chair- 
man, 
and Gilbert Green, 42, Illi- 


nois chairman. 
All had been at liberty under 


bail, of $20,000 each, furnished by 
the Civil Rights Congress, which 
r the U. S. attorney general's office 


has branded as subversive.

Thompson had received the les- 


ser sentence of three years be- 
cause of his war record. 


Judge Ryan ruled that bailJJf 


the four will be forfeited if they 
do not appear in court by 9:30 a. 
m. (EST) tomorrow.

After Six Months Lawmakers Unable to 
Answer Question About Tax Legislation 


Harrisburg, July X — (JP) — The 


big questions of the 1951 legisla- 
ture today are: What to do about 
taxes — and when do we 'go home? 


After six months of sessions the 


lawmakers have been unable to 
answer the first question to any- 
one's satisfaction. And until they 
do the second will remain specu- 
lative. 


The lawmakers have recessed 


over the Fourth of July holiday. 
They return July 9 to renew ef- 
forts at clearing up the tax mud- 
dle, passing other legislation, then 
adjourning. 


So far the legislature has passed 


185 of the 2309 bills introduced. 
Gov. John 8. Fine has signed 145 
of these and vetoed eight. The 
others on his desk may be signed 
within the next few days. 


atandlng in UM way of adjourn- 


ment is a stack of major legisla- 
tion, including Fine's proposed one- 
half of one per cent income tax. 


That measure won House ap- 


proval after a bitter struggle Jbut 
was shuttled back to the Senate 
Financing committee after a GOP 
senate caucus failed to provide 
enough votes to insure passage. 


Responsible-for the levy's down- 


fall to date are 11 rebelling Re- 
publican senators who claim the 
governor does not need the tax to 
balance his $2,220,000,000 budget. 
Fine says the tax, estimated to 
raise $119,000,000 is necessary to 
carry out his program.

The North Korean Communist station started each broadcast with 


this statement: 


"The Anglo-American aggressors have at last realized failure of 


their sinister attempt and that is why they are seeking peace." 


Between news items the Communist announcers inserted these 


statements: 


"Soldiers on the front, fight bravely and continue annihilation of 


aggressors," and "anti-aircraft batteries, aim sharp and increase the 
bag of enemy intruders."

America Returns to Spirit of 76 With 
New Consecration to Cause of Freedom 


Philadelphia, July 
2— (JP) — 


America returned to the Spirit of 
1776 today with a re-Declaration 
of Independence and a re-Dedica- 
tion of Freedom. 


A flaming freedom torch symbo- 


lizes the occasion. 


A nationwide, four-day jubilee 


of the 175th anniversary of the 
signing of the great Declaration 
began yesterday in this historic 
city, centered around Independence 
Hall and the Liberty Bell. 


Thousands 
visited 
the 
hall, 


touched the bell. Other thousands 
heard Tom C. Clark, associate Jus- 
tice of the U. S. Supreme Court, 
proclaim the declaration has been 
and still is "an act of leadership 
for oppressed peoples everywhere." 


Clark, who spoke in Indepen- 


dence Square, was the chief speak- 
er at a "haUowed~fearth" ceremony. 


Soil brought from the Revolution- 
ary War shrines .of the original 13 
states was placed in a large bowl. 
A Korean War veteran, PFC Fran- 
cis R. Finley of Philadelphia, 
mixed the earth *samples. 


Said Clark: "This native soil will 


commemorate the unity of our 
people that was first achieved at 
this place." 


The Jubilee celebration began 


solemnly, impressively, at a tiny 
Jewish graveyard, Mikweh Israel 
cemetery, where Colonial Patriot 
Haym Salomon i* buried. Salo- 
mon was a major financier of the 
American Revolution. He gave his 
entire fortune in the struggle for 
liberty, died bankrupt. 


In the evening 48 torchbearers, 


flanked by state flags lighted the 
huge freedom torch ob a 20-foot 
pylon. 


Gen. Ridgway Has 
Full Authority to 
Negotiate Terms 


Washington. July 2 — (JP) — Gen. 


Matthew B. Ridgway has full' au- 
thority and instructions for deal- 
ing with the Communist proposal 
that Korean armistice talks open 
next week. 


Diplomatic 
officials, expected 


that the United Nations command-* 
er would consult Washington be*' 
fore making his next move, how« 
ever. 


The initial reaction here showed 


no objection to accepting the Com- 
munist proposals on -tune and 
place. The specific dates suggest-' 
ed were July 10 to 15; the place, 
near Kaesong, a town two mile* 
south of the 38th .parallel. 


Hopes for an early end to tta* 


war in Korea were steadily mount- 
ing, although- state department of- 
ficials kept a tight rein on any 
strong optimism. They emphasiz- 
ed that the agreement to hold 
truce talks, though making peace 
a definite possibility, leaves un- 
solved the whole problem of work- 
ing out cease-fire terms acceptable 
to both sides.

Easy Does It When Sharp 
Hoe Is Used to Cultivate 


Research Has Outmoded Hard Work of Deep CultivaUo- 


An Inch or Two Is Deep Enough. 


As soon ts seedling plants show 


in the garden row, cultivation 
should begin; and if it is not to do 
more harm than good, the cultiva- 
tor should take it easy. 


The old idea that the deeper you 
•tirred the soil, the better, has 
been cast aside, completely. To 
cultivate in the modern manner 
you first sharpen the hoe blade, lor 
It is to be considered as a cutting 
tool. 


Draw the sharp hoe blade to- 


ward you so the top half-inch of 
the soil is sliced off. This will up- 
root or cut off all weeds which may 
have started, and get under the 
crust which may be forming in the 
soil. It will not disturb the plant 
roots, or stir the soil deep enough 
to cause the top layer to dry out. 


Keep far enough away from" the 


plant row so that none of the seed- 
lings is injured, yet close enough 
to kill all the weeds that can be 
reached safely. This is not hard 
work, and should be done frequent- 
ly enough to prevent weeds from 
reaching any size, and to keep the 
soil surface porous, so air can 
reach the plant roots 


Heavy soils are easily compact- 


ed, and form crusts quickly when 
the sun beats down. 


The old fashioned goose-neck hoe 


19 a most satisfactory tool for all 


cultivating tasks. If you need a 
hand cultivator, to use in the vege- 
table row or in small corners where 
a big hoe cannot function, then a 
putty knife makes a good one, i! 
you cannot get a better. 


Cultivate after every rain, when 


the soil has dried out enough to 
crumble. Begin cultivating as soon 
as your crops appear above the 
surface, and there is no reason 
why a weed should ever grow in 
your garden which requires to be 
pulled by hand. Except of course in 
the vegetable row itself. Here, a 
few hours' work on your knees, 
pulhng up the weeds, asually when 
you are thinning out the crop, will 
usually clean up the rows for the 
entire season. 


Free air circulation in the soil 


has been proved to be a vital factor 
in the growth of plants. In proper- 
ly porous soil there is a complete 
change of air to a depth of eight 
inches every hour. When the soil 
becomes compacted and crusted on 
the surface, this exchange is seri- 
ously hampered. Crust formation 
can be checked by various meth- 
ods, 
including the application of a 


mulch, or by growing a living 
mulch of fescue grasses. But lack- 
ing a mulch, frequent shallow cul- 
tivation is necessary, especially 
after every rain.

WARREN WAR MEMORIAL FIELD DEDICATION 


Considering last-minute changes necessitated by 


inclement weather, the program incident to the dedi- 
cation of Warren War Memorial Field Saturday. 
evening at the court house was a pronounced suc- 
cess, and one that reflects great credit on the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce and special committee head- 
ed by representatives of veterans' organizations in 
Warren, Clarendon, Sheffield, Tidioute, Youngsville 
and other communities in the county. 


Highlight of the program was the oration deliver- 


ed by Rear Admiral Robert L. Dennison, presidential 
aide. 


Because the brief introductory remarks of W. E. 


Rice, president of council, who presided as master of 
ceremonies in his usual efficient manner contain so 
much of interest concerning the field as well as the 
distinguished speaker and the guest of honor, we 
take the liberty of reprinting his comments in full: 


"On this occasion I would be remiss if I failed to 


mention some of the individuals and organizations 
whose efforts made possible this living memorial 
in the form of an extensive recreational area: 


"Mr. 
Albert Ristau who presented the land for 


this special use; 


"The 
Warren Parent-Teachers Association, pion- 


eers in putting forward a memorial of this kind; 


"The 
Warren Sports Boosters Association which 


sponsored the project; 


"The more than 150 men and women who were 


active workers in the campaign for funds; 


"The 
War Memorial Corporation directors who 


gave unselfishly of their time for five years to admin- 
ister the field; 


"The 
Warren Borough Park Commission, chair- 


maned by Councilman Kuhre, and Park Commission- 
er Reier, who have been tireless in their efforts to 
improve the facilities since the field was turned 
over to your borough a year ago; 


"The thousands of individuals, firms, clubs, lodges 


and organizations whose contributions made it pos- 
sible to develop the field to its present status. 


"It was early recognized that the perpetuation of 


this memorial required administration by one of the 
two local taxing bodies, and it was the will of the peo- 
ple of the community that Warren Borough take title. 
Hence, the directors delivered the deed to your mu- 
nicipal government. At that moment this memor- 
ial field became in feet as well as theory the proper- 
ty of each one of us. It is our responsibility—all 
15,000 of us—to complete this memorial. We must 
provide adequate dressing facilities, lights and a 
swimming pool and whatever other facilities for 
which there is a need. We must make it our busi- 
ness to make this a lasting and living memorial—a 
credit to our community and a fit memorial to the 
more than 300 Warren county men who gave their 
lives in World Wars I and II! 


"It is quite unnecessary for me to be biographical 


in introducing our honored guest and speaker. The 
press and radio have well acquainted you with Ad- 
miral Dennison's distinguished service record. You 
all know that he was skipper of the Missouri and that 
he is now naval aide to the President of the United 
States. His decorations which include citations for 
planning the successful invasions of Kiska and Attu, 
speak for themselves. 


"I could occupy considerable time in listing his 


accomplishments, but it seems to me that the import- 
ant point in welcoming Bob Dennison back to his 
home town is this. As an officer in the United States 
Navy and more recently also the presidential naval 
aide, where the spotlight is always upon him, he has 
conducted himself in a manner which reflects credit 
not only upon himself, his mother and father and 
family, his branch of the service and the president 
whom he serves, but upon the community where he 
grew up—the community which happily and proudly 
welcomes him back and extends its thanks for his 
part in the dedication of this memorial: 


It is a great honor and a distinct privilege to in- 


troduce Rear Admiral Robert L. Dennison, United 
States Navy."

Korean peace feeler. It has raised more new questions than it has 
provided answers to old questions. Points like this have arisen:
